The value of private new capital expencliture, in seasonally adjusted terms, for Victoria in 


the March quarter 1997 was $2,895.3 million, which continued the quarterly variability. 


For Australia, the value of private new capital expenditure, in seasonally adjusted terms, 
in the March quarter 1997 was $10,860.4 million, which increased from the previous 


quarter after a 2-quarter decrease. 


Private new capital expenditure for Victoria accounted for 26.7% of the Australian total.
